Assessors Attend Their 
Annual County Session 


At a meeting of the Franklin 
County Assessors Association held 
Monday afternoon at the Weldon 
Hotel Greenfield a conference was 
held with Tax Commissioner Long 
of Boston. It was the Annual 
Meeting and Herman V. Hale of 
Conway was elected President. 

Mr. Charles E, Leach one of the 
Northfield Assessors was elected 
to the Executive Committee. There 
were 69 assessors of the County 
in attendance. 

After his usual complimentary 
remarks about Franklin County 
towns, Commissioner Long dwelt 
at length on the growing hardships 
being forced on -property owners 
throughout the state. Citing two 
factors responsible for this condi- 
tion, Long said that one of them 
is the huge amount of tax-title 
property, now totaling $22,000,- 
000 in actual taxes. The other is 
the amount that banks are paying 
out in taxes, either on property 
which they own or on which they 
have extended loans. Bartks of 
this state, he said, own more than 
$100,000,000 in real property 
which they have acquired through 
foreclasure. 

“Two courses are open for prop- 


‘erty owners,’ Commissioner Long 


continued, “One is to work for re- 
dyction in governmental costs as 
groups of taxpayers have already 
done. The other is to discover new 
sources of revenue.” 

With regard to tourist homes, 
Long stated that when part of a 
dwelling is used for tourist pur- 
poses it must be assessed as hav- 
ing a commercial value.

Vernon Votes $12,000 
To Eliminate Underpass 


The town of Vernon voted last 
week the sum of $12,000 or an 
amount not to exceed one third 
the entire expense of the project 
to widen the highway and improve 
the underpass of the Central Ver- 
mont Railway in that town on the 
through route from South Vernon 
to Brattleboro. 

The meeting was held in the 
Town Hall with an attendance of 


| about 60. A. A. Dunklee was mod- 


erator. District Highway Commis- 
sioner Stevens explained the plans 
and answered various questions, 
and there was discussion by sev- 
eral voters, after the resolution 
had been introduced by Ernest W. 
Dunklee. The vote in favor of the 
appropriation under the conditions 
specified was about three to one. 

It is contemplated that the un- 
derpass, which is about a mile 
north of the Massachusetts line, 
shall be widened to permit the con- 
struction of a 24-foot roadway; 
that the roadway be lowered four 
feet to provide more nearly ade- 
quate clearance for present-day 
traffic; that a two-foot tile be laid 
to take care of drainage; and that 
the roadway on ech side be re- 
located by carrying it out farther 
from the track in order to avoid 
abrupt turns and to give drivers a 
longer line of vision through the 


underpass.

Farm Credit Agencies 
Continue To Make Loans 


Farm loan agencies are contin- 
uing to accept applications and to 
make loans with no interruption, 
according to Roy D. Harris Sec- 
retary of the Franklin National 
Farm Loan Agsuociation who makes 
this announcement in response to 
recent statements that loans will 
be discontinued. 

“Statements that the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation has 
ceased to accept new applications 
have caused confusion concerning 
the status of farm loan associa- 
tions,” says a report which Mr. 
Harris just received from the 
Farm Credit Administration of 
Springfield, Mass. 

“This association was chartered 
ag a permanent, co-operative, farm 
credit enterprise and will continue 
to operate as long as there are 
farmers who want to ure its facil- 
ities. Further, the association has 
no connection whatever with the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation 
and its regulations do not affect 
you in any way,” the report de- 
clarea. 

The Franklin National Farm 
Loan Association, organized in 
Sept. 18, 1917 now has 217 mem- 
bers who have obtained mortgage 
loans through the Federal Land 
Bank of Springfield for a total of 
$541,650. Paralleling the mort- 
gage-loan association in this local- 
ity is the Northampton Production 
Credit Association, also a perman- 
ent credit. cooperative which was 
formed last ge to make short- 
term loans of farm working cap- 
ita]. It is also a continuing organ-

Local Seal Sale 
Moves Well Forward 


The sale of the Christmas seals 
in Northfield is rapidly moving for 
ward and Miss Ina Merriman who 
represents the Committee in this 
town is very much pleased with the 
results thus far. The proceeds go 
to the work of the Massachusetts 
Tuberculosis League. 

The 1934 sale of Christmas 
Seals is the twenty-eighth annual 
sale for the prevention of tuber- 


culosis throuchout the United 
States. Miss Emily Bissell of Wil- 
mington, Delaware, inaugurated 


the first sale of Seals in that State 
in 1907. For the first few years 
of the Seal Sale the seals bore the 
emblem of the American Red 
Cross, Since 1919 the two organ- 
izations have operated separately 
but in complete harmony. Some 
confusion still remains that the tu- 
berculosis seals are for the Red 
Cross and are in some way con- 
nected with the Roll Call. This is 
not so. 

Eighty-five percent of the pro- 
ceeds of the Christmas Seal Sale 
remain in the locality in which the 
seals are sold, ten percent goes for 
the maintenance of the State Or- 
ganization which supervises the 
twenty-eight affiliated organiza- 
tions and five percent is forward- 
ed to the National Association for 
its reasearch and the activities fn 
the nation-wide campaign“against 
tuberculosis.
